Pool Puzzle 
Is Referred 
To Committee 

The two big questions before 
last week’s meeting of the city 
trustees failed to yield to any 
solution offered during the lengthy 
session. All members of the board 
were present, as well as a dele¬ 
gation of canyon park residents 
who were interested in the swim¬ 
ming pool question. 

At the outset the board reaf¬ 
firmed the action taken in com¬ 
mittee of the whole. This was a 
resolution expressing it as the 
sense of the members that the 
best solution of the problem lay 
in offering for sale Lot C in Can¬ 
yon Park, so that the Improve¬ 
ment Association might acquire it 
at a nominal price and operate the 
pool on its own responsibility. On 
motion of Trustee Topping, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Bacon, the ac¬ 
tion of the committee was con¬ 
firmed. 

The board then listened to fur¬ 
ther presentation of the position 
of canyon residents. Petitions 
signed by a large number of prop¬ 
erty owners and indorsements by 
various local organizations were 
presented to urge immediate res¬ 
toration of the pool by the city. 

Conference is Sought 

Efforts to reach an amicable 
solution resulted in the unanimous 
adoption of a motion offered by 
Trustee Belohlavek and seconded 
by Trustee Bacon, providing for 
the appointment of a committee 
of three trustees to confer with a 
like committee from the Canyon 
Park Improvement Association. 
This joint committee is to seek a 
solution and when they have 
agreed among themselves will re¬ 
port back to the city trustees. 
Chairman Sparks appointed on 
this committee Trustees Bacon, 
Tarr and Belohlavek. 

E. C. Short was appointed as 
local mountain fire patrolman for 
the summer months under the co¬ 
operative plan with Arcadia and 
the county fire district. The ap¬ 
pointment was made upon recom¬ 
mendation of the latter body'. 

Ordinance No. 300 was adopted, 
providing for the dedication of a 
small strip of land owned by the 
city as part of the Grove Street 
reservoir site, to make Grove 
Street of uniform width for its 
whole length. 

Urgent need of economy in mu¬ 
nicipal affairs were reflected in a 
resolution which was adopted upon 
motion of Trustee Belohlavek, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Bacon. It in- 
structs the finance committee to 
find ways and means for cutting 
down the present expenses of the 
city in all departments.

The responsibility that rests up¬ 
on war veterans and all citizens 
alike, it to perpetuate the spirit 
in which the foundations of the 
nation were laid. This was a rec¬ 
ognition of human obligation to 
God, to be expressed in service to 
their fellows, with liberty and uni¬ 
form justice to all. Numerous in¬ 
cidents were recalled to show' that 
it was no accident that the need 
for divine leadership was recog¬ 
nized by the framers of the Dec¬ 
laration of Independence and the 
Constitution. The extent to which 
that need is recognized now and 
in the future will largely determ¬ 
ine the character and permanence 
of American institutions.

A few words should be said on 
the subject of the recent wild 
price Uuctuutions on the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

Let me point out that the res 
ponsibility for sucli episodes of 
soaring “ups” and crashing 
“downs” belong not to the Stock 
Exchange as such, because, aftei 
all, that institution is essentially 
a market, and all that those 
charged with its administration 1 
can do is to see that the goods 
dealt in are properly labeled, that 1 
no fake or otherwise objectionable 
goods are admitted, and that deal¬ 
ings are conducted honestly and 
with due and watchfully enforced 
safeguards for the public. 

Neither can responsibility be 
laid justly at the doors of the 
banks. It is not their function to 
act as censors and regulators of 
price movements. Of course, the 
Banks are called upon to exercise 
prudence and restraint in lending 
upon stocks at inflated rpices, but 
if they were to attempt to use 
their position in order to control 
market movements, they would 
very soon he subject to hitter at¬ 
tack on the allegation of manipu¬ 
lating the stock market. 

Greed and Fear 

The responsibility belongs pri¬ 
marily to those in and out of Wall 
Street who permit unreflecting 
desire for gain to make them rush 
in and buy, (being somewhat apt 
in the process to engage them¬ 
selves beyond their means) and 
the same impulse, or un unreflect¬ 
ing fear, to rush in and sell. The 
two very worst counsellors in any 
situation are greed and fear. You 
are bound to go wrong when you 
listen to their hectic urgings. 

We have observed some of the 
very same persons who, in Febru¬ 
ary, could see no limit to booming 
prosperity, proclaim vociferously, 
in March, the total doom of pros¬ 
perity, and, in both instances, find 
far too many listeners and be¬ 
lievers. 

Of course, the stock market, in 
its very nature, is bound to be 
subject to considerable fluctua¬ 
tions. There are sound intrinsic 
reasons why, within limits, stock 
prices cannot—and, indeed, should 
not- be stationary. Speculation, 
as distinguished from gambling, 
ha a legitimate place and a use¬ 
ful function in the scheme of 
things economic. But episodes such 
as those which have marked the 
course of stock prices and so- 
called “Wall Street sentiment” 
within the past two months, move¬ 
ments so extravagantly diverging 
from a reasonable equilibrium, 
constitute a generally harmful 
nuisance. They also constitute a 
reflection upon the steadfastness 
ami sobriety of judgment of a 
portion of the community.

ulators for the boosting or the de¬ 
pressing of prices. True, unfor¬ 
tunately, to a certain extent the/' 
are a factor in the general reck¬ 
oning. True, they do give cause 
for just condemnation, perhaps 
even, in certain instances, for cor 
rective or punitive action. But ; 
they could never be more than an 
ephemeral and limited influence 
if they were not seconded by gul¬ 
lible crowds of “get-rich-quick” 
ilevotees, on the “long” or the 
“short” side of the market. 

It is a regrettable spectacle to I 
see people lose their heads and j 
their money in this manner, and 
it happens altogether too frequent¬ 
ly. To speak only of the recent 
past, a swing of the stock market 
pendulum approaching and, in one 
year, even exceeding in violence 
that of last month, occurred in 
each one of the years 1923, 1924 
and 1925. 

If we are tp maintain that lead¬ 
ing place among the great finan¬ 
cial centers of the world to which 
we are entitled, it is incumbent 
upon us to demonstrate self-as- 
I surance and steadiness, and to 
avoid recurrent exhibitions of al¬ 
ternating ebullition and pertur¬ 
bation. 

Decline Was Due 

A readjustment of stock prices 
from the giddy height to which 
some of them hud been recklessly 
pushed, was called for and salu¬ 
tary. But it should have been an 
orderly falling hack, not a panicky 
rout. 

Whether stock prices will fur¬ 
ther decline, or will recover, in 
the immediate future, is a ques¬ 
tion on which I am neither quali¬ 
fied nor willing to express an! 
opinion. But at the risk of laying 
myself open to the charge of trite 
sermonizing, 1 should like to em¬ 
phasize at this juncture: “Don’t 
■ surrender your sober and discrim- 
! mating judgment, don’t lose your 
sense of proportion, don't give 
way to unreasoning faint-hearted¬ 
ness or permit yourself to be 
stampeded by those who, would 
designedly excite alarm in order 
to enrich themselves out of the 
discomfiture of others. Don’t at 
tach exaggerated heed and weight 
to emotional rumorings, imagin¬ 
ings, ami ‘ups' and ‘downs' of the 
stock market, but do give due 
heed and weight to American re¬ 
sources, American enterprise, and 
the fruitful daily activities of 
many millions of hardworking 
American men and women ” 

It is astonishing, when prices 
are falling precipitately, how 
ready many people are to elim¬ 
inate from their consciousness the 
| incontestable fact that the basic 
! line of this country’s business is 
upward, though naturally subject 
to fluctuations, and that, in order 
to arrive at a correct and profit¬ 
able judgment of intrinsic values, 
there must he considered, besides 
the earnings of the present and 
those anticipated for the inline 
diate future, the record of past 
results and the reasonable expec¬ 
tations for the longer futute. 

How Crowds Act 

A well-authenticated story tells 
us that a famous financier, when 
asked for the secret of his success 
in knowing the right time for both 
buying and selling, replied: “The 
simplest thing in the world! 1 
merely did what peop led me 
to do. When they cat citedly 
clamoring and franticau adding 
for stocks which 1 held, Vcom- 
modated them by letting’ them 
have my holdings. When they 
1 came excitedly clamoring and 
frantically offering for sale stocks 
which they held, I accommodated 
them again by purchasing some of 
their holdings.” 

The only circumstances under 
which, in a country with the re¬ 
sources, the resiliency, and the 
basic elements of ours, a tempo¬ 
rary descent into the cyclone cel¬ 
lar becomes warranted are—leav 
ing aside grave foreign complica¬ 
tions—either manifestations of 
1 stark and persistent overproduce 
| tion or overtrading, or the ad¬ 
vent of a major credit disturbance, 

I or acute monetary stringency. 

None of these circumstances ex- 
j ists today or is even remotely 
j likely to occur. 

Apart, perhaps, from a very 
few specific lines, there has been 
! no overproduction on the part of 
i manufacturers, nor lias there lieen 
overstocking on the part of mer- 
j chants or dealers. On the con- 
i trary, the industrial community, 
as a whole, in the conduct of thpir 
1 own affairs, have kept their heads 
admirably during the price-boost¬ 
ing antics on the Stock Exchange. 
With few exceptions, the only 


Bringing Up Children 

T HE man across the aisle from 
me on the train was discussing 
present-day conditions, and he was 
quite convinced that things are 
pretty had with no likelihood of 
tlielr getting better. Children to¬ 
day, lie averred, ure badly brought 
up, disobedient, destructive, and 
then he went on to contrast them 
with the quiet, mild, und virtuous 
group of girls and boys with whom 
he In his youth had been asso¬ 
ciated. I did not take Issue with 
him, for 1 grow heated often in ar¬ 
gument, and with all my fervor 1 
have never been sure that 1 suc¬ 
ceeded In convincing anybody. My 
own opinion Is, however, that hu¬ 
man nature changes very gradu¬ 
ally, and on the whole, when It 
does change, It Is generally ror 
the better. 

I visited the Hawkshead BChool 
during the past summer In the 
north of England. It was built In 
1585 and still stands. Its exterior 
untouched by time, uppurently. In¬ 
side, the old benches are pre¬ 
served, hard, unyielding and with 
nothing to support the back. The 
scarred surfaces of the desks over 
which ttfe good little boys who at¬ 
tended the school years ago were 
supposed to pore over tlielr books 
testify that boys were uot very 
different then from now. 

Hawkshead was the school where 
William Wordsworth began his ed¬ 
ucation—quiet, gentle, gracious 
Wordsworth. He was twelve, pos¬ 
sibly, when he was shifting about 
on one of the bard benches dur¬ 
ing the long school day. 

The old coachman who drove 
me from Hawkshead to Grasmere 
told me a story of King Edward. 
When a lad, as the young prince 
of Wales, he had come to Gras¬ 
mere to visit. He crossed over to 
h little Island In the middle of 
Grasmere lake and began chasing 
the sheep which were feeding 
there. The old woman In charge 
of the flock came out and reproved 
him for his misdemeanor. 

“Do you know to whom you're 
talking?” a gentleman asked her 
"Nae, 1 do not," was her reply 
"That's the future king of Eng¬ 
land," he Informed her. 

“Wejl,” she replied In her north 
ern dialect, "he's nae better frae 
that. He’s a badly brought up 
chlel o’ some body's."

overtrading- that was done oc¬ 
curred in the stock market, apart,, 
perhaps, from a certain amount 
of overtrading on the part of the 
public In the shape of excessive 
instalment-buying or unduly lib¬ 
eral spending in other wavs. 

On Sound Basis 

The basic credit situation is ex¬ 
cellent, and the banking structure 
is in admirable shape. Money is 
plentiful for all legitimate pur¬ 
poses, and there is no reason to 
anticipate a change in that re¬ 
spect. 

Please understand me as not 
meaning to indulge in any kind 
of prophesy as to which turn 
things will take in the immediate 
future. It is possible that theie 
may be a recession for a while in 
the tide of activity and prosperity 
of business, or. at least, of certain 
phases of business. On the other 
hand, it is possible that we may 
be merely pausing momentarily, 
as is not unnatural at this season 
of the year, in ordei to take our 
bearings, and then resume our 
course full steam ahead. Not a 
little will depend upon a factor 
which cannot be appraised at pres¬ 
ent with positiveness or accuracy, 
namely, the crops and their mone¬ 
tary value, and the resulting posi¬ 
tion and attitude of the farming 
community. 

At any rate, whether the imme¬ 
diate future will bring us a con¬ 
tinuance or a temporary slacken -1 
ing of prosperity, there can he no 
doubt that underlying conditions 
are thoroughly sound in this coun¬ 
try, and that there is ample war¬ 
rant for feeling assured that, with 
natural and passing interruptions, 
the forward march of American 
trade and industry will continue. 

To fill the air with counsels of 
ominous premonition — especially 
when they came after a stock 
market collapse does not indicate 
superior wisdom hut rahter a lack 
of nerve, of vision, and of a "aim 
and reliaWe appraisal of those 
fundamental elements with which 
a favoring Providence has en¬ 
dowed this country, and vhieh,_ 
with the qualities of iis people, 
are determining for liie lasting de¬ 
velopment of commercial, indus¬ 
trial and general economic condi¬ 
tions in America.

It is believed that the confer¬ 
ence held in the Arcadia city hall 
by a joint committee from Mon- \ 
rovia, Arcadia and Duarte settled .

At this time last year the 
total discharge was about 25 per 
cent of the present.
